On Nov. 8, 1786, MOSES made his will, naming his 
wife CATHERINE, his son RICHARD BRUCE KIRKLAND, and mentioning his wife's 
Sister, ANN BRUCE. JOKN BRUCE was one of the executors of this will? It 
is said that MOSES KIRKLAND, JR. married this ANN BRUCE, but we have found 
no record to prove itt On 23 July 1788, WM. BULL, late Gov. of South Car-
